Proclamation of the Governor. 

The President's tall lor 300,000 volunteers. 

o serve three years or during the war, to fill 
ti p I lie old regiments, makes the allotment to 
Kentucky of 12,000 to be raised. 

This call must be met, either by volun- 
teers, or by draft, at an early day. The 5th 
of January is set by the President as the 

ima of ordering the draft This will 
give time for Congress to repeal the $300 ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers will receive the liberal bounty 
and increased pay offered by the Govern- 
ment; the conscript will not. Volunteers 
select their own company and regiment — 
he conscript will be assigned without re- 
gard to his wishes. The volunteer will be 
honored by his companions in arms and by 
his country — the conscript will not. 

Recruiting officers will be detailed from the 
various regiments and assigned (heir recruit- 
ing poets by the Adjutant General. The 
proportion due from each connty, to equalize 
the service from the commencement of 'he 
war, will be made known by the, Adjutant 
General, and notice thereof given. Each 
county will be required to furnish ita allot- 
ment either in volunteers or conscripts. 
Recruiting for the twelve months service 
ill cease with the authorities heretofore 
given, so soon as the regiments forming are 
filled. 

Let no man say he would volunteer if it 
were for defense of the State or to serve in 
the State. Facts answer such declarations. 
For months you have been called on for 
such service, and failed to respond. This 
service is now elosed to you. 

Kentucky now is, and must continue to be, 
exposed so long aa there are rebel armies in 
the field. Guerrilla raids will cease when the 
rebel armies are broken up. The only se- 
curity to your Slate against invasions and 
raids, is the destruction of the rebel armies. 
Were our old regiments full even to the 
minimum, the days of rebellion would be 
numbered, and but few. The true defense of 
your State therelore is by filling the old reg- 
iments now in the field. This will give a 
crushing force, which must soon sweep the 
rebel armies fronfthe field. 

It's better for you, and for the service that 
you enlist in the old regiments. It secures 
you from much of ths dangers of camp and 
field, and greatly increases your efficiency 
as a soldier. These regiments are now his- 
toric. They are ennobled by deeds of brave 
suffering and lofty heroism. Their banners 
bear inscriptions of living memories. By 
volunteering you will become a sharer in 
in those living memories and historic glories. 
If you would preserve the honorable name 
of you county, volunteer. If you would 
not humiliate your noble companions in 
arms, volunteer. If you would save your 
homes and State from desolation, and your 
county from ruin volunteer. If you would not 
shame the memory of your fathers, volunteer 
Remember that Kentucky has never wailed 
for a dralt. Kentucky patriotism is not 
constrained, but is the voluntary homage 
of loyalty to the Government of our fathers. 
It is the inner voice of love to our free in- 
stitutions, which voluntarily responds to the 
call for defense ot the priceless heritage. 
Frame no excuses — the call admits of none. 
Kentucky will meet her allotment. It is 
noble to meet it voluntarily. Look to the 
honor of your respective counties — for equali- 
ty will be enforced. 

The defense of your homes, of your 
State, your Government, your liberties ; the 
vindication of your honor, the veneration 
for the memories ef your fathers ; all the 
cherished hopes of the future, urge you to a 
prompt, voluntary response to this call to 
duty. Kentuckians, who will hesitate? 
We shall see.

Speech ol W. K. Kinney. 

The following is the speech of W. R. Kin 
uev, Esq , of Henderson county, on the res 
olulionsin relation lo (lie death ol Hon. J 
J. Crittenden : 

Mr. Sr-E.vmt.it: All nations, and overjr people, 
havo esteemed it a high aud solemn duty to hop 
or the memory and perpetuate the remembrance 
of their illustrious i ba I. In obedience to thi'. 
tho purest prompting of the human heart, we. the 
representatives of ihe grateful peeple of the 
proTt-1 old Commonwealth of Kentucky, have to- 
day saspon led action upon the .business that 
brought us here, in order to pay obeisance to the 
memory, and mourn the untimely fall of our im- 
mortal Crittenden. Unlimoly did I say? Yes, 
Mr. Speaker, most untimely. For, though more 
days had witnessed his slay upon earth than 
are usually allotted to man, though the storms 
of over threescore and tcu years hid wrink- 
led his brow and Man. -hod his hair — though war- 
time had weakened his Iramc and buwed bis 
noble form — thouga a life identified with tho his- 
tory of the republic, prudent counsels in his coun- 
try's national eouocil halls, and u character re 
nowned to- unswerving recliiuue and honor, will 
cause his name and deeds to illumine tho bisioric 
page through all coming time, yet, still was his 
death most untimely, for he died when Bis coun- 
try must needed too great services he was so com- 
petent io render her. 

If, Mr. Speaker, I wero to attempt to rebtsru 
the noble deeds which uxirkel the life el him 
whose death we this day mourn, it would be a 
work of supererogation, for they are rec >rdo I 
upon tho hearts of all assembled hero — and, as 
io eulogy , uone high jr can b<: pronounced, upon 
him thau to assort the fact, th u, although every 
pigo of his country's history, for near hall a cen- 
tury, rc-.ords his namj, yot, so sp itless was his 
character, that, in connection witn the principles 
that actuated him, tho tongue of slander itself 
was always mute. And, although with steady 
step, aud true, lie climbed tho steeps of fauie. 
mini ho stood upon tho mountains crest, and 
claimed her gorgeous chaplef as his right, yet, so 
great was his magnanimity and so unselSsh were 
bis aclijiis, that, toward him, the heart of envy 
had no bitterness , 'and the breath of calumny 
dared not attempt to tarnish the brightness of his 
fair escutcheon. 

One of the most prominent of the many virtues 
that adorned tho character of Mr. Crittenden, 
was his devoted love of country. Uaving, if 1 
may bo permitted tho expression, stood by the 
cradle of tho republic, and grown with her to 
greatness, he loved bor with all the energy of his 
great heart, and upon her altar offered all the 
homage of his soul. Whelber on her stricken 
fields when tho savago tomahawk and scalping 
knife gleamed on her broad prairies and in her 
dense forosts, or in bor national council halts, 
when Northern fanaticism coalesced with South- 
ern treason, to sap, undermine, and destroy her 
lair edifice of freedom — unwaveringly, in lun- 
shino and through storm, ho has borne her ban* 
ner and upheld her power. 

It was my fortune, Mr. Speaker, to have met 
with Mr. Crittenden but twieo during his life. In 
December lSliO, I visited Washington todischargt- 
a trust rcposod in me by the Electoral College of 
Kentucky. \)u tho 'evening of tho day lhat 
South Carolina, by the adoption of her ordinuocc- 
of secession inaugurated the war which is now 
desolating our laud and clothing our people in 
mourning, it was my fortune to be one of several 
who, by invitation, visited Mr. Qritln 4en's 
room in tho National Hotel. And uover will 1 
forgot the scene that there transpired. Around 
him were the faithless who were seeking the 
overthrow of the Government, and the destruc- 
tion of tho glorious heritage of freedom, be 
queathed to us and sealed with the criinron tide 
which flowed from our father's pierced hearts on 
ihe battle fields of the revolution, while in iheir 
midst, faithful and true to his tru3t, he stood, 
aud Willi accents of wailing, as though be stood 
by tho dying couch of the liudiies* of Liberty, be 
pictured to them the ruiu lhat would be wrought 
oy ihcir perfidy, and appealed to iliem to assem- 
ble once more arwuud the altar ol their counliy, 
aid by there sacrificing Iheir hale, iheir -e:fi.-h - 
ness, and their ainbuiou, to heal thai country's 
bleeding wounds. Agiuu, the ueii d<y, 1 saw 
him as his lettering. Umos bore his worn tiatue up 
the slops. of ihe Capitol. Treason was (kiting 
there. But, as he walked up the aisle of the 
Senate chamber, and as flashed bis eagio glance 



over thou axemblo 1 there, before the dauntless 
courage of his eye, and the glorious patriotism 
irradiiting his countenance, treason and traitors 
crouched like whipped bounds in their kennels. 

Ills term of olfice in tho Scna c expired on the 4th 
of March there. ftor, and ho intended, as he then 
informed me, with the close of thai term to close, 
his career as a public man. But, scarcly had 
he returned to his home, when, wroathed around 
Ihe ramparts of Sumpter was seen the smoke of 
battle, and the roar of tho artillery that battered 

her walls, was eeh I :ind ro-echocd ail oyei our 

land, arousing all— aye, even tho greatest slug- 
gard among the people — to the dangers environ- 
ing tne Commonwealth. In rapid succession State 
after Stato attempted, by ordinances of secession, 
to dissolve their connection with the Federal 
Union. Shocked and paralysed for a time, tho 
people of Kentucky stood, while traitors who 
would fatten upon the blood that flows from a 
Wounded country, sougnt to tear down tho peer- 
less ensign of our nationality, and on tho soil of 
our own proud Commonwealth — aye, even here in 
the Ashland district, where lies buried alt that 
could die of him who during life on this floor de- 
clared, "that disunion was a cure for no evil that 
could afilict the Nation" — and rear instead of our 
national emblem, the bastard banner- begotten 
of this accursed rebellion. 

Tho pe .pie of this district, in this great emer- 
gency, called upon Mr Crittenden to lead them on 
again for tho maintenance of Kentucky loyalty. 
Aud nobly did hs respond to the oall. For when 
he beard tho sounds ol strife, marked his country's 
agonizing woe, and, like Job's war horse, from 
afar off snuffed the tainted battle breeze — erect 
was reared his nob:e form, tho fire of youth and 
battlo flashed from his eye. his blade is out, his 
lance in rest, and the shout ol Crit.Undcn to his 
country's rescue was^ in Kentucky, once more t lie 
note of hope, and joy, and triumph to that 
country's friends, and of shame, oi erthroiv, and 
defeat to her enemies.

He is gone and 
will no more be seen among tho haunts of men 
The last link lhat bound Kentucky's present to 
her past is sundered. Ue is gone, "and the 
plar.es that onco knew him, will know him no 
teore forever " "Full of honors and of years" 
he died, and bis body now rests beneath the soil 
of the State he loved so well. They hare buried 
our dead out of our sight, but, "as long as the 
Northern eaglo swoo'ps to the rushing blast," in 
the affections of all patriots, from tho lakes to 
the gulf, from the city crowned beach of the At- 
lantic, to the forest olad shores of the Pacific, will 
bis memory remain, as unfading, and undying, 
are tbo sentiments of patriotism, that were ever 
wolling up from the fountains of his own pure' 
heart.

They little regard the 
untrained, undisciplined masses of a Repub- 
lic like the young star of America, whose 
liberties are enjoyed under a government so 
beneficent that its rMtravnU are never ex 
perienced, anil where standing armies and 
governmental levie-i are unknown, ''Troops 
will not biar the d in.;er.4ot cimp and field," 
said the L >n 1 >n Timn, when rebellion began, 
• witho it the rigjroiu disjiplnw ot years ol 
service. T ie Americans, actuated bv their 
impetuosity ol te ti,)sramant, will willingly 
enter a servicj ll)t attractions o( which art 
everywhere minifest; but the realities ol 
wir will dtmpen their ardor, and their 
endurance will never endure." 

But the American soldiers, whose battle 
■bout — Union, Constitution, Home — bag 
thrilled the heart of a nation's million sons, 
njver evidenced the truth ol the reflective 
Criticisms of foreign powers. Camp and 
field nave witnessed their patient labor, tbeir 
matchless valor, ar,d their exultant triumph. 
Their lame is as enduring as the granite 
h ills of the Keystone. The waves that beai 
New England's busy coast have chanted its 
glories. Tue fertile plains of the midland 
and the border have resounded with the 
narrations of their children's victories 
From the Northern Irontier and the Western 
prairies, to the sunny shores where the 
Pacific's golden sands make earth an E do- 
rado, is the memory of the valor and the 
heroic gallantry ot American volunteers 
perpetuated.

Lee, and to General Meade and the officers 
and soldiers of that army for the skill and 
heroic valor which, at Gettysburg, repulsed, 
defeated, and drove back, broken, and dis- 
persed, beyond the Rappahannock, the vete 
ran army of the rebels. 

The resolution was referred to the Military 
Committee. 

Mr. Wilson introduced a joint resolution 
that the thanks of Congress be proffered to 
Mijor General Banks, and the officers and 
soldiers under his command, for tbe skill, 
courage, and endurance, which compelled 
the surrender of Port H idson and then re- 
uiovi'd the la<t obstruction to the tree navi 
tatiou ot the Mississippi river. Reterred to 
the Military Committee. 

Mr. Nesmith presented a petition for the 
establishment of a p>rt Ol entry at Port 
land Oregon, and gave no i :e ol a bill to 
establish a hranoh mint there. 

Mr. D lolittle oa'le 1 up the joint reso'u 
tion Irom the House, presenting a gel 1 
me lal and the thanks of Congress to Getter 
al Grant, which was referred to the Military 
Committee. 

Mr Lane, of Indiana, introduced a bill to 
amend the enrollment act so as to sti ike out 
the 300 commutation and to increase the 
pay of the rank and file of the army, of 
which he had given previous notice. 

On motion of Mr. Sumner, that portion 
the President's message relerring to naval 
affairs was referred to the Committee on Na 
val Affairs. 

Mr. Grimes introduced his bill to encour- 
aze enlistments in tbe naval service, and 
give credit lor the same on military quotas 
o the respective States. 

M'. Hale, having obtained consent, in 
troduced a bill more effectually to suppress 
the r/oellion by prohibiting the holding in 
servitude of any persons in tbe country ex- 
cept on contract. Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Wilkinson introduced a bill to extend 
the benefits of the act of Congress, July 2.1, 
1862, granting pensions to persons wounded 
in the Indian war in Minnesota. Referred 
to the Committee on Pensions. 
Adjourned. 

House. — A large number of resolutions on 
various subjects were introduced, and refer- 
red. 

Mr. Fernando Wood introduced a resolu- 
tion, this evening, for the appointment of 
commissioners, to go to Richmond with a 
vjew of arranging for termination of this 
bloody, desolating, and insane war, and the 
securing of peace, under the constitution, 
upon terms of justice and equality. 

Mr. Washburne moved to lay the resolu 
lion on the table. Carried : yeas 98, nays 90

Mr. Waid moved an amendment to refer 
the resolution to tbe Committee on Com 
merce. Adopted. 

Lie also introduced a joint resolution for 



the appointment of commissioners to nego- 
tiate a new treaty of reciprocity with Great 
Britain for the British provinces of Upper 
Canada, based on the true principles of re- 
ciprocity. Referred to Committee on Com- 
merce. 

Mr. Elliott introduced a bill to establish a 
bureau on emancipation. Referred to Se- 
lect Committee. 

Mr. Davis introduced a bill prohibiting 
an election of representatives from Tennessee 
and Louisiana. Referred to Committee on 
Elections. 

Mr. Stevens introduced a bill, granting 
land in aid of the People's Pacific Railroad 
Company by the northern route. Referred 
to Select Committee. 

Mr. Stevens also introduced a bill fixing 
the pay of colored chaplains and musicians. 
Referred to Committee on Military Affairs. 

Mr Stevens also introduced a bill to fix the 
time for holding elections ot representatives 
to Congress, and to enable soldiers to vote 
for State officers. Referred to Committee on 
Judiciary. 

Many other bills were introduced and re- 
ferred, including a bill enabling Colorado 
and Nebraska to form State governments, 
and to provide for their admission into the 
Union, and a bill providing a temporary 
government for the territory of Montano, 
both of which were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Territories ; also a bill providing for 
the recruiting of negroes in insurrectionary 
districts, which was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. 

Mr. Yearn an introduced a bill for the 
restoration of civil authority in such States 
as are not under control of the rebellion. 
Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 

Several bill were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary to repeal the Fugitive Slave 
Law, and amend the constitution so as to 
abolish slavery in all the States. 

Mr. Lovejoy introduced a bill providing 
that all persons held in slavery in the 
States and Territories shall be declared free. 
All persons so declared shall be protected 
the same as white men are by the Constitu- 
tion. Any one seizing such freed persons to 
reduce them to slavery shall be declared 
guilty of high misdemeanor, and, on con- 
viction, punished. Also a bill to protect 
freed men and provide lor the punishment 
of those who attempt to enslave them. Re- 
ferred the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr Arnold introduced a bill to aid the 
President in carrying out the immediate ex- 
ecution of the Emancipation Proclamation 
of January 1st, 1863, and prohibiting there- 
enslavement of persons designated therein. 
Referred lo the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, introduced 
a bill reviving the grade of Lieutenant Gen- 
erals, and authorizing the President to confer 
it on any officer not below the grade of a 
Major General, who has distinguished him- 
self by courage, skill, &e. Referred to the 
Committee on Military Affaire. 

Mr. Wilson introduced a bill to amend the 
constitution declaring slavery incompatible 
with tree government, and is, therefore, pro- 
hibited in the United States, except lor the 
punishment of crimes, and Congress shall 
have power to enforce this provision by up 
propriate legislation. Referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

Fernando Wood submitted the following 
resolution : 

Whereas, The President, in his message 
delivered to (his House on the 9th inst , in 
his reccommendalion to the people to assem 
hie at their places of worship to give thanks 
to God lor recent victories, cflims that the 
Union cause has gained important and sub- 
stantial ad vantages ; and, whereas, in view 
of these triumphs, it is no longer beneath 
our dignity nor dangerous to our salety to 
show a generous magnamm ty. becoming a 
great ami powerlul people, by offering to the 
insurgents an opportunity to return to the 
Union without imposing upon them degrad- 
ing or destructive condiiions; therefore — 

Resolved, That tiie President he reques- 
ted to appoint three commissionets who 
snail b» empowered to open negotations with 
the authorities m Richmond to the end that 
this bloody destructive and inhuman war 
shall cease, and the Union be restored upon 
terms ol equity, fraternity, and equality un- 
der the constitution. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, moved that 
the resolution be laid on tbe table. Agreed 
— yeas 98, nays 59. 

On motion of Mr. Cravens, a resolution 
was adopted instructing the Committee on 
Military Affairs to inquire into the expedi- 
ence- ol providing lor the payment of losses 
of property taken or destroyed during Mor 
gan's raid in Ohio and Indiana 

Mr. Holmes offered a resolution, that this 
is not a war of subjugation, but, as soon as 
the enemy lay down their anas, it ought to 
cease. Laid over. 

Mr. Ftticke offered a resolution much to 
the same effect. Laid over. 

A resolution was offered that the Senate 
concurring, when the House adjourn on 
Friday, it be to Wednesday, the 6th day of 
January. Passed by 90 to 44. 

The House then adjourned.

The President of the United States having 
issued a call for 300,000 volunteers, the quo- 
ta assigned to Kentucky amounts to 12 701 
T b is nu m ber should beraised hv vol unteeri ng, 
for which time is given until the fifth day of* 
January next. Should the enlistments not 
amount to therequired number bythatday.a 
draft will be enforced to make up the deficit. 

The accompanying list shows the exact 
number each County will be required to 
furnish. Many of these sub districts have 
already exceeded their proportions, and con- 
sequently no assignment is now made them. 
Tbe enlistments will be entirely for those 
Regiments now in the field, and for the space 
of three years or during the war. A premi- 
um of $15 for each new recruit, or $25 for 
each "Veteran," will be paid the party pro- 
ducing him. as soon as the recruit reaches 
the place of general rendezvous. Bounties 
of $302 to new recruits, and of $402 to those 
ho have served at least nine months, will 
be paid in convenient installments, the first 
of which amounting, with advance pay, to 
$75, will be given the recruit on his arrival 
at the camp of general rendezvous at Louis- 
ville, and before his departure to the field. 
An earlier expiration of the war will still 
leave the recruit entitled to his full bounty. 

Details from every Company in the service 
will act as Recruiting Agents in the various 
sub districts. Entire harmony of action, 
exists between Maj Sidell, U. 8. A., acting 
Assistant Provost Marshal General for Ken- 
tucky at Louisville, his District Provost 
Marshals, and the State authorities. 

It behooves every man in Kentucky to la- 
bor for the accomplishment of this common 
good, to assist in enlisting recruits sufficient 
to obviate the draft, which is sure to follow 
if we are delinquent in this duty. Let every 
one lend himself to this patriotic purpose — 
let every neighborhood respond in the most 
triumphant manner to this great moral and 
physical obligation. Let every County de- 
termine to be among the first to satisfy" thin 
demand of justice, equality and law. Thos< 
noble districts which have made records sc.
